In the following Compilation the Editor begs to 
acknowledge the assistance afforded him by the Rev. 
W. Whitear, the Rev. T. Bowdler, and the Rev. C. 
Pilkington, who have been long actively and practi- 
cally engaged in carrying into effect the excellent 
designs of the National Society for the Education of 
the Poor. The want of such a Manual has been 
strongly felt within their respective spheres of action^ 
and many coadjutors in the same cause have expressed 
their conviction of the utility of a publication of this 
description, particularly for Schools in smaller towns 
and country villages. 

It should be fully understood^ that the work is 
intended for the use of Masters and Teachers only ; 
and it is admitted, that where the Visitors are constant 
in their attendance, and active in their exertions, the 
use of Printed Questions, for the Elementary Books, 
nmy be rendered unnecesary ; still, however, it is to

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attention and understanding of the Children, and 
thereby to fix permanently in their minds the instruc- 
tion imparted to them, is at present very defective. 
In some instances no questions are asked ; in others, 
improper ones : and the object of the Editor is solely 
to supply the want of a Questioning Book, where, 
under such circumstances, it may be felt. The children 
should be asked the questions the first time with their 
books open ; afterwards their recollection should be 
exercised by trying them with their books shut. It 
would also be a profitable employment, if the Teacher 
was frequently to examine his class, by the Question- 
ing Book, in the ground already gone over : and this 
examination should be without previous reading at 
the time. Thus, when the children are reading the 
6th Chapter of St. Matthew, they should be asked 
|i questions out of the 5th, &c.

After Solomon's death (a) 
Rehoboam his son being set 
on the throne, the ten tribes 
of Israel revolted ; so that 
he ruled over two tribes 
only, which were those of 
Judah and Benjamin. Thus, 
there were two kingdoms 
formed, the one called the 
kingdom of Israel, which 
comprehended the ten re* 
volted tribes, the other call- 
ed the kingdom of Judah, 
which consisted of the two 
tribes that remained faithful 
to Rehoboam. 

The kingdom of Israel 
subsisted about two hun- 
dred and fifty years ; Jero- 
boam was the first king of 
it. This prince, fearing that 
his subjects would return to 
the obedience of Rehoboam, 
king of Judah, when they 
should go to Jerusalem on 
the solemn festivals to wor- 
ship God in the temple, 
and to ofier their sacrifices 
there, set up a false worship 
in his kingdom. He made 
two golden calves, which 
they worshipped under the 
name of the God of Israel. 
He appointed solemn feasts 
and priests ; so that in the 
reign of Jeroboam and his 
successor, idolatry was es- 
tablished in the kingdom of 
Israel. All the kings of 
Israel were idolaters, and 
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kept up the false worship 
which Jeroboam had esta- 
bh'shed. God sent several 
prophets to the ten tribes, 
to turn them from their sins, 
and to preserve the know- 
ledge of himself among them. 
The most eminent of these 
prophets was Elijah. 

He prophesied in the time 
of Ahab, who was one of 
the wickedest of the kings 
of Israel. At last the king- 
dom (o) of the ten tribes 
was destroyed, and Samaria, 
their capital city, was taken 
in the time of Hosea, the last 
king of Israel, by Salmane- 
ser, king of Assyria, who 
carried away the ten tribes 
into his own kingdom, from 
whence they were dispersed 
into divers countries, and 
have never since been set- 
tled again in their own 
land. 

The kingdom pf Judah 
lasted an hundred and thir- 
ty years longer than that 
of Israel. The capital city 
of this kingdom was Jeru- 
salem, where the true God 
was served in the temple of 
Solomon. But idolatry crept 
in also into the kingdom of 
Judah. God raised up pro- 
phets from time to time, 
who opposed the errors and 
sins of that people, who

The Jews, being re- 
turned into their own coun- 
try, were for some time 
subject to the kings of Per- 
sia, and afterwards to the 
kings of Syria. They were 
exposed to divers persecu- 
tions ; whereof the last, and 
most cruel, was that of king 
Antiochus (a), who plunder- 
ed and profaned the temple 
of Jerusalem, and made use 
of torments in order to force 
the Jews to renounce their 
religion, as may be seen in 
the history of the Macca- 
bees. This was he that 
forced Mattathias, and nnany 
Jews to enter into a cove- 
nant together for the pre- 
servation of their religion 
and liberty. They gained 
many victories by the cou- 
rage and conduct of Judas 
Maccabeus and Jonathan, 
both sons of Mattathias. 
Having recovered their li- 
berty, and again set up the 
exercise of their religion, 
they were for a long time 
under the government of the 
priests, who succeeded Ju- 
das and Jonathan, and took 
the title of kings. These are 
they who are called Asmo- 
neans.

The apostles met 
with Jews in almost all the 
places where they came, this 
nation having been dispersed 
for a long time in divers 
countries. It was to the Jews 
of the dispersion that the 
Apostles did at first address 
themselves, as the book of 
Acts shows us ; and it was 
to them that they wrote 
many epistles. Neverthe- 
less they invited all sorts of 
people, without distinction, 
as well Gentiles as Jews, to 
the profession of the Gos- 
pel; and they baptized all 
those that would become 
Christians, in the name of 
the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost. 
This is the substance of the 
doctrine which the Apostles 
aiid other ministers of Jesus 
Christ did preach ; namely, 
that there is but one only 
God who created heaven 
and earth ; that this true 
God, who had not been 
sufficiently known till then, 
had made himself known to 
men by Jesus Christ his Son ; 
that this Jesus, who was 
crucified by the Jews, was 
risen again ; that he was the 
Saviour of the world, the 
Judge of all men^ and that 
all those who would believe 
in him should be eternally 
happy.

ledge Jesus Christ for. the 
Messias promised by the 
prophets ; and that Jews and 
Gentiles both should believe 
that Jesus Christ cam^ into 
the world for the Salvation 
of men, to make atonement 
for their sins, to deliver 
themfiroin condemnation and 
death, and to purchase for 
all them that believe in him 
a title to eternal life ; that 
they should receive his doc- 
trine as true, and that they 
should persevere in the pro- 
fession of it. The other thing 
which the Apostles required 
was, that those who till then 
had lived very wickedly 
should amend their lives and 
renounce their sins, of which 
the principal were impiety, 
impurity, intemperance^ cru- 
elty, covetousness, injustice, 
pride, evil-speaking, the love 
of the world, and self-love. 
Those who were made Chris- 
tians renounced these sins, 
in receiving baptisn[i ; and 
they promised to live in the 
practice of virtue and holi- 
ness, and to obey the com- 
mandments of Jesus Christ ;

wards God, justice and cha- 
rity towards our neighbour, 
and temperance in regard to 
ourselves. 

Upon condition that men 
would acquit themselves <^ 
these two duties, and would 
give evidence of their faith 
and repentance, the Apostles 
promised them two things : 
First, that all their past sins, 
committed in the time of 
their ignorance, should be 
pardoned : Secondly, that 
God would receive them in- 
to his covenant, anA grant 
them salvation and life eter- 
nal. These are the two 
things that the Apostles gave 
men assurance of by bap- 
tism. But as for those that 
Tefu«ed to become Christ- 
ians, or that, being Christ- 
ians, did not live as Jesus 
Christ had ordained, the 
Apostles declared, that they 
should be excluded from 
salvation, and were subject 
to condemnation and death 
eternal. 

This is the sum of the 
Christian religion, as it was 
preached by the Apostles. 
It is our duty to adhere con- 
stantly to it, to love it, to 
do according as it directs, 
living godly in this world, 
and expecting our salvatien 
from the mercy of Gk>d; 
that so, when Jesus Christ 
bYi&W come «X \)^ Wx dsKf lo 
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If we do so, what may we 
hope to escape, when Jesus 
Christ shall come in the last 
day?
